‘POTASSIUM is one of those 
substances which, though abso-~ 
jutely nocessary to life, are 
nonetheless needed in relatively 
emall amounts. Hence, in the 
ordinary way we need give little 
thought to replenishing our 
supply of this chemical. There 
are, however, certain conditions 
which drain the supply to dan- 
gerousty low levels and demand 
its prompt replacement. 


Either prolonged‘ vomiting or 
diarrhoea may have this effect. 
The surgeon who is treating a 
blocking of the bowel or any 
other condition which has 
markedly cut down the food 
intake is likely to find that his 
patient {fs suffering from a potas- 
slum doficlenay. Severe injury 
and certain of the new drugs 
may also cause large amounts of 
potassium to be lost from the 


body. 
ie 


In these cases, the patient may 
suffer from .extreme muscular 
wealness and‘ even paralysis of 
the breathing muscles. 


The amount of potassium in 
the blood can, of course, be 
determined by chemical test. 
Where the loss is not too great, 
the symptoms are milder and the 
patient may show only certain 
éigns of alkalosis which means 
an increase in the amount of 
alkalt in the blood and tissues. 
This condition also ‘oduces 
wealness, headache, similar 
symptoms. 


To prevent potassium deficlency 
whenever there has been any 
condition present which would 
cause a loss of this substance 
from the body, Injections of 
fluids containing potassium salts 
should be carried out. There is 
a secretion from the adrenal 
@lands located above the kidney, 
known as adrenal cortleal 
hormone. This substance has 
been used in the treatment of 
arthritis, as well as in the treat- 
ment of shock. Unfortunately, 
its use may Increase the exeretion 
of potassium 6alts by the kidneys. 
Hence, {f this substance {s used, 
it may be well to give injections 
of potassium salts with it. 


Of course, when potassiuin 
salts are administered, they must 
Se given in the proper dose eo 
that an excess is -not presert. 
Too much is as bad as too little, 
since an excess may cause serious 
heart disturbance, 


After the potassium in the 
blood has been brought up to tae 
proper level by injection of a 
potassium solution into a ve'n, 
the preparation can be given by 
mouth, since most common

| Hospitals 
To. Pay 
For Water 


With Govt Subsidy 


‘Government today  an- 
nounced it has rescinded o 
section of the Waterworks 
Ordinance under which hos- 
pitals and approved charit- 
able institutions have been 
supplied with free water. 

The official spokesman ¢x~- 
plained that this denoted a pro-~ 
cedural change, It was design- 
ed to save considerable paper 
work. ° 

It is intended to increase sub- 
ventions to the hospitals - and 
approved institutions to mect the 
cost of the water which will in 
ltuture have to be paid for. 
Thus, in effect, the - approved 
“inst'tutions will continue to ob- 
tain their water without cost to 
themselves, although in the frst 
' place they will mect water 
; charges. 

Regulation 6 of the Water- 
works Ordinance, 1938, which 
has been revoked, reads: 

Free allowances of water 
may be given to approved 
hospitals and charitable In- 
stitutions or to other approved 
premises and stich allowances 
shall be sct out from time to 
Ume.

In the case of approved hos- 
pitals 20 gallons per inmate per 
day;'in the case of approved 
charitable institutions 15 
gallons per inmate per day; in 
the case of approved Chinese 
public dispensaries 24,00! 
gallons per annum each; in the 
tase of the Royal Hongkong 
Golf Club “(Fanling supply 
only) 6,000 gallons per day.
